Within the past few months ^Poland has been making weather 
observations once every two hours rather than once an hour 

as is the custom in Bust Germany. On 31 October 1952. the Soviet Ccu .t>v» 
Commission held an inquest in Fot*dm for the purpose of determining just 
how the East German weather officials felt about the East German Weather ’ 
Service adopting the Polish observation schedule . The officials of 
East German Weather Service rejected the proposal fer the following reasons:
